Lincoln, Neb., Feb. 19,—[Spectal ]J—The 
Nebraska senate toda passed the 2 cent 
passenger fare bill, with an emergency clause 
attached, The vote was unanimous of those 
present. two senators being absent. 

The house this afternoon took up am ſdenti- 
cal bill, voted down all amendments, and 
recommended it for passage. The house bill 
ano catries an emergency clause. As ite 
passage is looked for before the end of the 
week and Gov. Sheldon is known to favor it 
the prospects are that before the end of the 
month Nebraska passenger rates will be on a 
2 cent basis for all railroads. 

It took the senate just two hours to take 
the bill from the calendar and pase it. A 
though the final vote was unanimous, half a 
dozen senatora, led by McKesson and Burns 
of Lancaster county and Root of Cass, op- 
posed it strenuously. Their plea in commit - 
tee of the whole was that the measure was 
too radical and there was danger of the 
courts so interpreting it and declaring it in- 
operative, just as they did the maximum 
freight rate bill of a dosen years ago. 


Proposed Amendment Barred. 

Argument was made for an amendment 
giving the state railroad commission power 
to set aside the 2 cent fares when In its jJudg- 
ment an injustice is done the roads. The 
argument met with no favor from the ma- 
jority. The supporters of flat 1 cent fares 
said that by their own admission the raii- 
roads were carrying passengers at less than 
2 cents a mile—the Union Pacific at an aver- 
age of 1.88 cents a mile, and the Burlington 
slightly lower. Senator Aldrich of Butler 
county, who led the fight for a flat 2 cent rate, 
declared the federal courts were the refuge 
of corporations in the battle against the 
people. He declared that the corporations 
were a wedge between the state and the peo- 


ple. The railroads were convicted on the ad- 


missions made out of court. He said: © 

“Of course the corporations can go into 
their favorite tribunal, the federal courts, 
and get a delay. The federal edurts repre- 
sent the real sentiment of this country about 
as much as the ,czar of Russia represents 
public sentiment in hie empire. The cor- 
porations take favorites from their servants 
for the federal places. These men know noth- 
ing of the hopes and ambitions of the com- 
mon people. There is a change coming.“ 


Missouri Is in Line. 

Jefferson City, Mo., Feb. 19.—[Special. }— 
Missouri is to have 2 cent passenger fare. 
The senate today pagsed the house bill with 
an amendment andattaching a penalty clause 
thereto. Both branches of the general as- 
sembly already had passed the bill, but there 
was no penalty clause. This was remedied 
by the action of the senate. This will be sent 
over to the house, and as the bill in its orig- 
inal form passed unanimously there is no 
doubt that the amendments will pass. 

The bill then will be ready for the signature 
of the governor. He already has announced 
that he will sign it without delay. The meas- 
ure has no emergency clause, so it will be 
ninety days from the day it is signed before 
the law will take effect. It applies to all 
trunk and independent lines excepting those 
not exceeding forty-five miles in length. 

All the railroads had an active lobby, but 
the sentiment was so much in favor of the 
reduction that the bill passed both branches 
without opposition. For the last ten years 
there has been a bill before each general as- 
sembly to reduce the passenger rates in this 


state. 
Order to Mississippi Roads. 

Jackson, Miss., Feb. 10.—[(Special.]—The 
Mississippi railroad commission has adopted 
an order requiring the chief railroads of the 
state to issue interchangeable mileage tickets 
at 2 cents a mile, the order being effective 
thirty days from date. The order is directed 
to the IIlinois Central, Mississippi Valley, 
Mobile, Jackson, and Kansas City, Louisville 
and Nashville, Memphis and Birmingham, 
Southern, Alabama and Vicksburg, New Or- 
leans and Northeastern, Mississippi Central, 
and Mobile and Ohio. 

The Gulf and Ship Island, the only other 
important line in the state, is not included in 
the order for the reason that its charter for- 
bids interchangeable passenger rates by the 
commission. It is not believed there will be 
any protest against the order. The Illinois 
Central, Yazoo and Mississippi Valley, and 
the Mobile and Ohio already have indicated 
to the commission their submission to the 
rule. and the others doubtless will fall in line 
without an appeal to the courts. 


Leading Issue in Iowa. 

Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 19.—[Special.j—lowa 
legislators are discussing the probable effect 
in this state of the action of the Wisconsin 
railway commission in ordering a passenger 
fare of 2% cents a mile. There isa division of 
opinion whether it will affect the vote on the 
lowe 2 cent measure. Gov. Cumming stands 
equarely for a 2 cent rate, and this doubtless 
will have an effect in favor of the bill. Chair- 
man Hopkins of the senate committee on 
railroads said: 

„The bill for 2 cent fare will affect inter- 
urban es well as steam railroads, and it 
would seem hardly fair to compel a road to 
pick up a man out in the country and carry 
him a mile for 2 cents. Sol understand there 
will be an amendment providing that the 
minimum charge may be on the basis of a 
certain number of miles, say three to five 
miles. 

The senate committee will meet tomorrow 
and, it is expected, will report the house 2 
cent fare bill with this amendment. 


West Virginia to Join List. 
Charleston, W. Va., Feb. 19.—The confer- 
ence committee of the house, having agreed, 
with one exception, to the senate 2 cent rate 
bill, with a limitation exempting lines of 
fifty miles or less, it is considered certain 
that the senate measure will become a law. 
Mr. Rolle, a member of the house, still in- 
sists on a straight fare Mil, being the only

Representatives of the Referendum league, 
including Addison Blakely, Margaret Haley, 
and David _Rosenheim—members of the 


Dunne kitchem cabinet—arose yesterday and 
opposed the proposed amendment to the pub- | 


lic policy act by which it is intended to make 
fraudulent petitions impossible. 

No soomer had Ald. Snow explained the 
nature of the amendment at the meeting of 
the council committee on legisiation than the 
objections. of the league’s representatives 
ere heard. Mr. Blakely’s voice had become 
loud when somebody said an effort was being 
made to steal his hat—a new one. The hat 
was found, quiet was restored, and Mr. 
Blakely succeeded in tellmg the committee 
that the amendment practically would nul- 
ty the public policy law, making ft impos- 
gible to circulate a referendum petition that 
would stand the test of its rigid require- 
ments. 

The object of the amendment, said Ald, 
Snow, was to protect the referendum instead 
of killing it by permitting all sorts of frauds 
to be practiced. The amendment provides 
that signatures of 25 per cent of the voters 
shall be secured by circulating a petition in 
each polling precinct, all the voters in each 
precinct being on separate slips, thus making 
the work of checking up on the names com- 
paratively easy. With each name must be 
the address and precinct number of the 
sigmer. 

Would Bar 90 Per Cent of Voters. 

“Why, you will disqualify at least 90 per 
cent of the voters by doing that,“ objected 
Margaret Haley. At least that proportion 
do not know the number of the precinct in 
which they live, and consequently could not 
place the number beside their signature.“ 

“That objection could be overcome easily 
by circulating the petition in the districts 
where the voters live. The voters need not 
know in what precinct they live,“ replied 
Ald. Snow. 

If you do that you will make it impossible 
to circulate a petition in the best places to get 
signatures—the factories, the business 
houses, and all places where any considerable 
numbers of persons congregate,’ said Mr. 
Blakely. 

„What's the matter with placing the peti- 
tion blanks in some business house in the 
polling precinct, making it possible for the 
prospective signer to affix his name when 
réturning from or going to work?’ asked Ald. 
Snow. 

O, anybody in politics knows that it is 
impossible to drag anybody a few blocks 
away from his home to sign a petition,” said 
Ald. Kohout. We have had sufficient ex- 
perience to know that it is next to impossible 
to get a man to the polls on election day, to 
say nothing of getting him there merely to 
express himself upon some question of pub- 
lic policy.”’ 

Voter and the Taxpayer. 

“Jf the voter hasn't sufficient interest in 
the matter to walk a block to sign a petition 
Edo not believe the taxpayers’ money should 
be paid for circulating a petition on the ques- 
tion,“ was Ald. Snow's rejoinder. 

„Well, all that I've got to say is that if 
you are going to pass such an amendment 
you might as well make it read, ‘ Resolved, 
That the public policy law is hereby re- 
said Miss Haley. It would have 
that effect. Ne referendum petitions could 
be circulated under this drastic measure. 

“My opinion is that if any amendment to 
the law is passed it should be to make the cir- 
culating of the petitions easter, not harder, 
said Addison Blakely. “We had enough 
trouble with this last petition to show that 
that was the sort of an amendment needed.“

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BARTZEN CALLS ALD. SNOW 
A “PERNICKETY OLD MAID.” 


Admits Some of the Building Ordinances 
Have Been Violated and Defends Card 


System of Records. 


All past performances of Building Commis- 
sioner Bartsen in strenuous action were 
eclipsed yesterday when he really got down 
to trying to express his feelings of indigna- 
tion at Ald. Snow, the author of the resolu- 
tions offered in the meeting of the city coun- 
cil Monday evening in which the commission- 
er was accused of laxity and favoritism. 

Among the expressions used by the com- 
missioner in referring to his accuser were 
“ar,” “ pernickety old maid,” “iittle rat, 
and near sighted Snow.“ 

In the excitement of the moment Commis- 
sioner Bartzen admitted that the department 
permitted building violations every day, but 
that these were not important—“ technical 
violations” he called them. 

“ Yes, I have permitted scores of building 
violations of the sort that Ald. Snow. has 
pointed out,” said Commissioner Bartzen. 
“Tf the alderman can't find anything worse 
than he has reported, however, I believe that 
he is making a big fuss about nothing. He 
ought to get a pair of specs and look around 
if he can see the little things that he named 
before the council and can’t see the big 
violations at the White City—the kind that 


cost human lives.” 

Commissioner Bartzen defended the in- 
staliation of a card system in the building 
department by saying it was necessary to 
have some records other than the books of 
the department in order to permit all of his 
men to work at the same time. The eight 
books, he sald, were not sufficient to keep 
the men in the office busy. 

“Tl am sending men to the places named by 
the alderman to see if there are violations 
such as he stated.“ continued Commissioner 
Bartzen. If they are found they will be 
remedied immediately. I won't neglect other 
work to do what this little rat suggests, how- 
ever.“ 

Mr. Bartsen said he would not make a reply 
to the charges to be forwarded to the city 
council unless asked by the council to do so.

BRYAN IGNORES SULLIVAN, 
BUT BELABORS CONFUCIUS. 


Nebraska Orator in Lecture at T. M. d. 
A. Auditorium Says Obsolete Relig- 
ion Retards Progress of China. 


William Jennings Bryan drifted quietly into 
the city yesterday and in the evening deliv- 
ered a lecture at the Young Men's Christian 
association auditorium. He was introduced 
by Col. James Hamilton Lewis, who was 
careful to assert that he represented the 
city, not Mayor Dunne, in the courtesy. 

President Roosevelt was referred to sev- 
eral times by Mr. Bryan, who announced 
early that he was going to try to keep away 
from politics, and who succeeded admirably. 
He ignored Roger Sullivan and assailed Con- 
fucius, 

Events have been speaking for me,“ he 
said. “ The president, too, has been making 
my speeches for me. In fact, it has reached 
the point where I am afraid fo say what I 
used to say ten years ago for fear the repub- 
licans will accuse me of plagiarizing from th 
president's speeches. 

“I appreciate the support the president Is 
giving to great public measures,“ added Mr. 
Bryan. “I have been misconstrued a good 
deal, but as I grow older I am more and more 
inclined to discuss the broad, ethical subjects 
which underlie our politics and church.”’ 

Mr. Bryan told of his tour round the world 
and of his experiences in Egypt, India, China 
and Japan, and Europe. 

“The teachings of Buddha ang Confucius 
are dying out, he said. “ The problem of 
Japan today is whether with the ideas ghe is 
borrowing from us she will accept a vital re- 
ligidn. More and more the sermon on the 
mount is ringing round the world. The phi- 
losophy of the Chinese philosopher is the 
thing that has kept that country back for 
2,000 years.

HARRISON PLEADS; 
POINTS TO RECORD 


Writes Letter to Dattioeratis 
Voters on Strength of His 
| Previous Terms. : 


ANSWERS MAYOR DUNNE. 


Says He Made M. O. Possible; 
Takes Thrust at School Board 
and Fire Department. 


— 


Carter H. Harrison made his appeal to the 
democratic voters yesterday. He sent out 
letters giving the reason why he thinks they 
should support him at tomorrow's primaries 
and asking that they do. In the main these 
letters are answers to the circular Mayor 
Dunne distributed some time ago. They 
argue that it was Mayor Harrison and not 
Mayor Dunne who did the things for which 
Mayor Dunne claimed credit in his appeal. 

Mr. Harrison has nothing to say about 
the traction ordinances recently passed, but 
he asserts that he has done more to make 
municipal ownership possible than has Mayor 
Dunne, in spite of the latter's loud voiced 
professions. He claims he has been a better 
friend of the referendum than has Dunne, 
and asserts that it was due to him and his 
law department while mayor that the 
“ninety-nine year claims of the traction 
company were defeated. 

Then he scores a point by showing that he 
had managed the schools in the interest 
of the family and the children,” and follows 
with a side referétice to the demoral'zation 
Mayor Dunne hag created in the fire depart- 
ment and then calle attention to the fact that 
while he was mayor he always had a major- 
ity of the aldermen with him, an Incidental 
of city government which Mayor Dunne has 
unfortunately overlooked. 


Points to His Record. 

In full the letter read: 

“Chicago, Feb. 18, 1907.—Dear’ Bir: For 
four consecutive terms the people of Chicago 
honored me with their confidence by electing 
me their mayor. I tried to show my grati- 
tude by faithful service. At this time, when 
Lam again a candidate for your suffrage, it 
may be well to cite the following as a few 
of the things accomplished during my occu- 
pancy of the ce: 


“ The city’s electric light plant was extend- 
ed until it became the largest public owned 
lighting plant in the world; the city built the 
intercepting sewers by the ‘direct labor“ 
instead of the ‘contract system’ and saved. 
money thereby; free baths, small parks, and 
playgrounds were provided in the working- 
men's wards; water rates were reduced and 
business methods introduced in the water 
department so as to make further reduct lions 
possible. . 

The steam railroads were forced to elevate 
their tracks and construct and maintain via- 
ducts, greatly reducing the mortalities due 
to grade crossings; compensation wae -ex- 
acted for the use of public property; I began. 
the fight in the courts.and.at Springfield for 
cheaper gas and the recent reduction of gas 
rates to 8 cents was made possible largely 
by what the city council and the law depart- 
ment did during my administration; the rates 
for business telephonés were reduced from 
$175 to $125 per year as the result of litiga- 
tion instituted. by, me and managed exciu- 
sively by my appointees. 


His Record on Traction. 

Tho street railways were forced greatly to 
extend the transfer system; the [Illinois Su- 
preme court sustained my ordinance compell- 
ing the Union Traction company to give 
transfers between their weet and north side 
lines; they were compelled to install fenders. 
and clean and sprinkle their rights of way: I 
opposed the Humphrey and Allen bills, helped 


to repeal the latter, prevented the passage cf 
the Yerkes fifty year franchise ordinance, and 
toreed the passage of the Mueller law by re- 
fusing. to discuss franchise extension until 
the legislature had given Chicago the right 
to own and operate street railways: 

I fought the so called ninety-nine year act 
to the Supreme court of the United States, 
where victory finally rewarded the labors of 
Edgar B. Tolman, corporation counsel during 
my last administration, who was especially re- 
tained in that case by the present mayor. 

‘IT managed the schools in the interest of the 
family and the school children, particularly 
barring politics and pull from the schools 
and the fire departments; I helped in the im- 
provement of the personnel of the city counell 
by opposing bad and assisting good candi- 
dates: I secured the codperation of the pest 
elements of the council in measures for the 
public good and so effectually employe. my 
influence and friendship with members of the 
council that, with one single exception at the 
beginning of my first term, no vicious meas- 
ure was ever passed over my veto. 

„In my annual message of 1899 I originated 
the suggestion that the people have the right 
to veto ordinances, then forthe first time sug- 
gesting that no franchise ordinance should 
he passed without providing for its approval 
by the voters, and in the face of extraordinary 


pressure I held back the so-called tentative 
ordinance’ until a referendum petition was 
filed and prevented its being brought to a vote 
in the council until .. had first been submitted 


to the people at the next election. 


His Railway Ordinance. 

I presented to the council a plan for the 
construction of a. municipal street railway 
on the streets set free by the expiration of the 
franchises of the Chicago Passenger railway 
company and secured the passage of an ordi- 
nance and the preparation of compiete engi- 
neering plans and ‘specifications. If this 
measure had been carried to completion (in- 
stead of having been repealed by the present 
administration) the validity of the Mueller 
law certificates would have been long ago 
determined and the city would have been 
owning and operating a compact, profitable 
street rall way system, from the center of the 
business district to the western city limits via 
Adams, Desplaines, Harrison, Western ave- 
rue, and Twelfth streets to West Fortieth 
street, capable of indefinite extension, and 
one which would have been an object lesson 
of incalculable value in the negotiations with 
the traction companies 

“Upon this showing of my service in the past 
I rest my case. If you feel safe in intrusting 
to me the affairs of our city for the first four 
year mayoralty term I ask you to appear 
at your primary polling place on Feb. 21 ani’ 
vote for the delegates who favor my nomina- 
tion. Should the democracy again honor me 
with ite confidence and should I again be 
elected mayor I promise you that all the 
ability of which I am possessed Will be used 
for the best interests of the people of Chicago.

DEAN HENRY RESIGNS POST 
AFTER SERVICE OF 27 YEARS. 


Head of Wisconsin College of Agri- 
culture ‘Retires Owing to Failing 
“Health—Van Hise Pays Tribute, 


Madison, Wis., Feb. 19.—[Special.}—Dean 
W. H. Henry, for twenty-seven years head of 
the College of Agriculture and chief of the 
state experiment station, resigned at a meet- 
ing the board of regents today, to take ef- 
fect July 1, 1907. 

The cause of his resignation is ill health. 
No successor has been chosen, but Prof. S. 
M. Babcock, inventor of the milk test, and 
Prof. H. L. Russell, head of the department 
of bacteriology, are mentioned for the place. 
Dean Henry will continue with the university 
as emeritus professor. 

It is probable that the report of the univer- 
sity investigating committee submitted to the 
governor in November was a cause of the 
dean's retirement. 

President Van Hise in his report pays a trib- 
ute to the work of Dean Henry and his part in 
bringing the agricultural college to its high 
state of efficiency. 

Dean Henry has been connected with the 
university for twenty-seven years, having 
been elected professor of botany and agri- 
culture in 1880. Upon the establishment of 
the experiment station in 1887 he was ap- 
pointed director, and in 1891 he became dean 
of the college of agriculture. When Dear 
Henry took charge of the agricultural work 
in 1880 there were no agricultural students in 
attendance. The following year, 1881-’R2. 
there were six. In 1886 the first successful 
short course in agriculture in this country 
was established by him at the university.

GIRLS TELL STORY TO JUVENILE 
AND MUNICIPAL JUDGES. 


As a Result Frank Econamac Will 
Go to Joliet on Indeterminate Sen- 
tence and Triple Watch Will Be 
Set on All Similar Candy Stores 
Outside the Loop Distriet—Court 
Denounces the Places as a Menace 
to Public Decency. 


Every fruit store outside of the loop district | 
is to be kept under surveillance by the police, 
the probation officers of the Juvenile court, 
and the compulsory education department of 
the school board as the result of revelations 
made yesterday in the Juvenile court and 
likewise before Judge Crowe in the Municipal 
court. 

A special order will be given today to every 
probation officer to keep a close watch on 
all fruit stores in their districts.’ At the 
same time the city police department will 
issue a similar order and in case the court 
officers or the city detectives should over- 
look any of the stores which Judge Crowe de- 
nounced yesterday as a menace to public 
decenęy.“ Supt. Bodine will order the truant 
officers under him to make daily calls at the 
stores in their districts. 


Little Girls Whisper Testimony. 


The new crusade was begun as a result 
of the hearing of the case of Frank Econamac 
in Judge Crowe's court. Five little girls had 
whispered their testimony to Judge Mack in 
the chambers of the Juvenile court before 
Econamac's case was heard by a jury in the 
Municipal court. The girls ranged in ages 
from 11 to 14, and each one accused the fruit 
dealer, and confirmed the testimony given by 
the others. 

After the jury in Judge Crowe's court had 
heard the testimony of one of the children, a 
little crippled girl of 13 years, it took five min- 
utes to reach a verdict. The jury found 
Econamac guilty, and recommended that he 
be sent to the penitentiary for life. The 
other little girls. were in court prepared to 
testify against the fruit dealer, but, after the 
18 year old child had told her story, the court 
decided it was not necessary for the other 
children to undergo the ordeal. 

Judge Crowe announced that he would sen- 
tence Econamac on Saturday. He will be 
given an indeterminate sentence. 


Judge Denounces Fruit Stores. 


It is evident. to me, sald Judge Crowe, 
that many of these fruit stores are nothing 
more than places to debauch young and in- 
nocent girls, little girls who are nothing 
more than children.. They are enticed into 
the places under the pretense of being given 
candy. It is a pity that places of this char- 
acter should. be allowed to exist. It is es- 
pécially too bad in this case, where it has 
been shown that the defendant has been ac- 
cused before of acting indecently toward 
young giris.. It is my opinion that these so- 
called ice cream parlors and fruit and candy 
stores cannot be watched too closely by the 
police. It-is evident, also, that parents of 
young girls should keep a cleser watch on 
their daughters.“ 

Prank Econamac is proprietor of the store 
at 3108 Halsted street. Judge Mack in the 
Juvenile court sent the five accusers of the 
fruit dealer to the House of the Good Shep- 
herd. The store was conducted by Frank 
and his brother Tony Econamac. Probation 
officers will be instructed to keep a close 
watch on Tony.

Witness in Steve Adams Murder Trial 
in Idaho Describes Secret and Deadly 
Organization. 


Wallace, Idaho, Feb. 19.—An extraordinary 
story of crime and conspiracy was unfoldea 
today in the trial of Steve Adams for the 
alleged murder of Fred Tyler when Archie 
Phillips, Fred Tyler's neighbor and friend, 
told of the jumper killers’ association,’ a 
secret society said to have been formed by 
men living in the woods along Marble creek 
in the summer of 1904. Its purpose was sup- 
posed to be the killing of settlers who Jumped 
the timber claims of earlier arrivals. 

A Swede named Engstrum, the witness 
said, was supposed to be the president of the 
society, and Jack Simpkins, whose claims 
had been jumped by Tyler, was supposed 
to be one of the ring leaders, as also was 
Steve Adams. 

Phillips said he left the district after Tyler 
was killed. It got too hot for him, and he 
was afraid to stay, he said. About a week 
after Phillips left his cabin was blown up 
by dynamite, which destroyed about $300 
worth of supplies. Asked if he thought 
Adams and Simpkins blew up the cabin 
Phillips. said he did not, but he believed the 
jumper killers’ association employed men 
to do the work. 


SMALLPOX STOPS LAWMAKING? 
MISSOURI ASSEMBLY IN PANIC. 


Representative, Who Is Stricken, Visit- 
ed by Nearly. Every Member Before 
Nature of Disease Is Discovered. 


Jefferson City; Mo., Feb. 19.—T Special. }— 
The state capital has a smallpox scare. John 
Barker of Macon county, a member of the 
lower house, last night was removed from 
his room at the Madison house, where he 
had been ill for several days with an unde- 
tected case of the disease.

CHARLES BERNARD SR., one of the teow 
survivors in Wisconsin of the Mexican war, 
died at Madison, aged 85.

Friends of Mr. Kelsey had 
hoped that the governor would delay sending 
the message for a day or two. 


No Doubt of Removal. 


The senatorial friends of Mr. Kelsey say 
there is no doubt that after the governor's 


message has been read and it comes to ® 


vote Mr. Kelsey will be removed. They say 
that a vote against removal cannot be con- 


strued by the people as being other than a 


vote of confidence in Bob Hunter and Chief 
Examiner Isaac W, Vanderpoel and the other 
insurance department attachés who permit- 
ted the scandalous conditions revealed by the 
Armstrong insurance committee to continue.

BUTTE MERCHANTS LOSE HEAVI- 
LY WHEN PRESSES STOP. 


Neo Daily Newspaper Has Been Print- 
d in Montana City for Four Days 
Owing to Fight with Workers in 
Various Departments — Citizens 
Demand That Labor Conditions Be 
Adjusted So That Business, Which 
Has Decreased, Can Be Resemed. 


Butte, Mont., Febal9,.—[Spectal. I- The sus- 
pension of publication by the four daily pa- 
pers in Butte and Anaconda has had a re- 
markable effect on all business in Butte. For 
a week now no daily paper has been printed 
in Butte because of the strike of twelve press 
men and the lockout of printers, news writ- 
ers, etc., and the business of merchants has 
dropped from 25 to 50 per cent. Some of the 
large department stores which carried page 
advertisements in the papers claim their 
business has fallen off 60 per cent, and some 
other lines of business, like dentists, jewelers, 
to., have almost entirely been wiped out. 


Citizens Take Up the Question, 

Merchants have been trying to meet the 
situation by edvertising in the dailies of 
Helena and Missoula and circulating them 
in Butte, but with unagatisfactory results. 
Citizens have taken up the question as a 
serious one, and the Miners’ union has been 
appealed to to take a hand in the settlement 
of the trouble and adjust lebor conditions in 
Butte. A petition to the union asks them 
to appoint a committee to fix wages for all 
the smaller unions and prevent constant un- 
rest and labor demands, which it is ar- 
gued always react upon the miners them- 
pelves, who pay the, bulk of the increased 
cost of living in Butte. 

Printers Must ‘Make Concessions. 

The newspaper publishers have deciared 
they will not resume publication unless the 
printers accept a 50 cent per day reduction 
in wages and make other concessions in In- 
ternational Typographicalrules. It seems to 
be the understanding that at least two of che 
dailies, one evening and one morning paper, 
will. never resume publication. The moral 
effect on the community,’ which has always 
been extremely tolerant of labor demands, is 
striking, and for the first time in the history 
of things in Butte denunciation of labor 
unions can be heard on all sides.

Force War Against Nicaragua. 

PUERTO CORTEZ, Honduras, Feb. 13, by 
steamship via New Orleans, Feb. 19.—The at- 
titude of the Honduran government in the 
present imbroglio with Nicaragua was ex- 
pressed forcibly today by the arrival of a 
declaration by the national congrese of Hon- 
duras that this republic is in a state of siege. 

This declaration was issued at Tegucigalpa, 
the capital, on Feb. 9. On the day following 
2,000 men marched to President Bonilla’s 
executive mansion, where congress was in 
session, and demanded war against Nica- 
ragua. 

The massmeeting brought up the subject of 
armed American camps during a discussion 
of enormous concessions gramted by Nica- 
ragua to foreigners, part of these grants be- 
ing situated in territory awarded to Hon- 
duras by the recent settlement of the bound- 
ary dispute between Hondurae and Nicar- 
agua by the king of Spain. 

Reports were current some monthe ago, it 
was declared the massmeeting, that Nica- 
ragua expected the American company and 
ite men to aid it against Honduras in de- 
fending its grants. It is known that the 
Americans have been arming. 


American Rights Recognized. 

Concerning these concessions, in which 
Americans are said to be interested, the Hon- 
duran congress early in this month passed a 
decree to protect the concessionaires. This 
decree says that all rights derived by indi- 
viduale under acts of the government of 
Nicaragua prior to Dec. 23, 1906, in the dis- 

uted territory awarded to Honduras should

FRENCH GOVERNMENT WINS 
IN CHURCH REFORM FIGHT. 


Chamber of Deputies Inforses Program 
of Ministry on Separation Question 
by 851 Majority. 15

PARIS, Feb. 19.—By a majority of 351 the 
chamber of deputies today not only ex- 
pressed confidence in the government and 
authorized it to conclude negotiations fer 
the leasing of churches to parish priests, but 
it indorsed with Storms of applause a re 
markable speech by Minister of Education 
Briand, in which the extreme left was opetly 
rebuked for its intolerant spirit. 

The minister declared it was unworthy of 
republicans, or even free thinkers, not to 
respect the faith of millions of their fellow 
countrymen. 


Disestablishment Is Aimed’ At. 

The object of separation, he said, was dis- 
establishment, not persecution. Liberty of 
worship, whether Catholic, Protestant, or 
Jewish, must be respected. The Catholic 
church wae not like any other sect. It had 
seen fit to forfeit churches, seminaries, and 
rectories, of which it might new be in pos- 
session, but this did not prevent the govern- 
ment from recognizing the right of Catho..cs 
to worship, and the government therefore in- 
tended to keep the Catholic churehes oper 
for Catholics, and for no one else. 

When M. Briand had finisied the issue had 
been clearly defined. The followers of M. 
Combes, alone and unsupperted, were liter- 
ally overwhelmed. 


Premier Overshadoweal by Briand. 

Premier Clemenceau cut a sorry figure to- 
day. Although he indicaged his approval of 
all M. Briand said, he did not mount the

M. Briand made the point that the law of 
Jan. 2 specifically comtemplated contracts 
of occupation, and that consequently the 
government was got exceeding its powers.

He 
admitted that the government could not 
constrain the mayors, who are at liberty to 
make any contracts provided they are legal, 
but if they exercised their right to refuse 
contracts the government would be com- 
pelled not omly to keep the churches open 
but to mafmtain them at the expense of the 
commune. ‘ 

It is agreed tonight on all sides that a 
formula for the leases soon will be found, 
and 1 the most acute phase of the church 
controwersy is at an end. 


ANTT-BUREAUCRATS IN LEAD. 


Returns from Russian Elections Show 
Opposition Probably Has Beaten 
Government. 


SN PETERSBURG, Feb. 19.—The avail- 
able returns in the final election of members 
to parliament today indicate a decisive vie- 
tory of the opposition over the government, 
coupled with a significant overmastering of 
the constitutional democrats by the more 
radical parties, such as the group of toil, the 
social democrats, and the social revolution- 
ists. The oft reported promises that the seo- 
ond partament of Russia would be more ir- 
reconcilably opposed to the bureaucracy than 
the firat is thus being fulfilled. 


Polish Jews and Socialists Lose. 

WARSAW, Russian Poiand, Feb. 19.—The 
final elections of members to the new parlla- 
ment in Poland have resulted in victory for 
the nationalists and the defeat of the Jews 
and the socialists. Henryk Sienkiewicz, the 
Polish novelist, who has been seriously 1 
with bronchitis, was carred from his sick bed 
to the polls to deposit his vote.

BINGER HERMANN ON TRIAL? 
OREGONIANS GIVE TESTIMONY 


Former Land Commissioner at Last 


Faces Jury in Washington—Delay 
Again, Feared for a Time. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—Representa- 
tive Binger Hermann's trial on a charge of 
destroying public records finally began this 
aftermoon in the Criminal court, although 
it looked thie morning as if there might 
be further delay. One of the jurors had to 
be excused because of heart disease, but 
the second talesman after noon qualified.

Support for Shurtleff.

claiming to quote Dr. Greene, superintend- 
ent of the asylum, as their au- 
thority. They reported Dr. Greene as say- 
ing that such clinics were the worst possible 
ordealse:to which the insamce could be sub- 
jected, amd further es saying that the prac- 
tice of allowing visitors to have access to 
the institutions for the insane without re- 
strictions were bad. 

Mr. Shurtleff accepts these opinions de- 
rived second handed from Dr. Greene as 
corroborative of his arguments against Dr. 
Podstata and Dr. Billings, and saye he wil) 
appear before the appropriations committee 
to give his reasons for his resolution and give 
what arguments: he has against a continu- 
ance of the practice. 

This same committee also is to have a hear- 
ing on the matter of selling the building of 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons in 
Chicago to the University of Illinois, which 
now occupies it for its medica] department. 
An appropriation providing $386,000 for this 
purpose is before the committee, but there 
ig also a resolution calling for an investiga- 
tion for the property, and there are a num- 
ber of protests from persons in Chicago, as- 
serting. that the price is too high. This hear- 
ing would be had on March 5. 


Weapon Against Poolrooms. 

Among the bills introduced in the house 
today was one by Representative Ton of 
Chicago, which makes an effort to give the 
authorities there a weapon with which they 
can put poolroom gambling out of existence. 
The present law contains a section, put there 
by former. Representative Edward Morris, 
which requires the authorities in a prosecu- 
tion ‘to prove that the horse on which the bet 
was made actually ran in the race. This 
necessitates that a prosecution for betting 
done in Chicago on a race at New Orleans 
shall prove the horse on which the bet was 
placed actually ran. 

In addition to eliminating this requirement, 
Mr. Ton makes his bill applicable to pool- 
rooms on- boats, thus getting at the City of

a Chicago democrat, their purpose being to 


give abstract firms the privilege of renting 
space in the county building, providing they 
agreed to accept a stipulated rate of charges, 
which are set forth in the bin. 

The othere were drawn by the Cook county 
authorities and were introduced in the house 
by Representative Mills, and im the senate 
by Senator Juul. One proposes to fix the 
salary of the recorder of deeds, as registrar, 
at $3,500, and the other provides that all the 
fees réceived from certifying abstracts of 
title shal} be set aside in an Indemnity fund 
until that fund shall have accumula ted $500, - 


000 Then 10 per cent of the fees shall be set 


aside for this purpose until $1,000,000 shall 
have been collected. 

The county has been endeavoring to create 
such a fund by setting aside 5 per cent of the 
fees, but this percentage has been found in- 
sufficient, only a few thousand dollars having 
been accumulated in the fund which is to 
stand the loss if by reason of certification of 
defective abstracts judgment be obtained 
against the county.

ner. This will be the first appearance of the 
administration bills dealing with the rall- 
roads, although there already is a variety, 
of such measures pending in the commit 

of both houses. 

Mr. Gardner's first batch will include an 
anti-pags bill and two measures granting ad- 
ditional authority to the railroad commis- 
sion in the supervision of railroad crossings. 

In addition to these he will introduce, as 
soon as the draft has been completed, a bill 
intended to give the railroad commission 
pawer to limit the issuance of capital stock 
by railroad companies cnd requiring these 
corporations to show that the money is ac- 
tually needed, and that the amount to be 
issued is not in excess of the necessities. It 
is designed to render impossible the further 
watering of railroad’ steck in this state, the 
present overcapitalization of the Chicago and 
Alton road offering an illustration of what it 
is desired to prevent in the future. 


Two Cent Fare Bill Overboard. 


There will be no 2 cent passenger fare bill, 
the administration still maintaining the posi- 
tion that action along this line in Llinois 
should proceed after investigation and that 
the reduction should be ordered by the rail- 
road commission when that department of the 
state government has ascertained what will 
be a fair and reasonable rate. This procedure 
has been adopted in Wisconsin, where the 
railroad commission ordered a 2% cent fare 
made effective. 

With Mr. Gardner back of these railroad 
and warehouse commission bills, they stand 
an excellent chance of passage in the senate, 
although the iegislature as a whole is not in 
amy mood to enect anti-pass legislation, and 
will not if a convenient avenue be offered by 
means of which a getaway can be accom- 
plished without attracting public noticé ip 
undesirable quantities. 

The anti-pass bill which Mr. Gardner will 
introduce follows the federal enactment, and 
makes about the same exemptions, adding 
such state officials as are entitled to passes 
by the present laws, which means members 
of the railroad commission. 


Makes Crossing Law Stricter. 


One of the two railroad croseing bills 
amends the present law to make the statutes 
conform to all amen@mente offered in the 
second bill, which provides: 

That hereafter any railroad desiring to 
cross with its track the tracks of the Main 


-line of another railroad shall, before con- 


structing any such crossing, apply to the 
railroad and warehouse commission for per- 
mission to make such crossing. and it shall 
thereupon. be the duty of such commission to 
view the ground and give all the parties in- 
terested an opportunity to be heard. 

“After a full investigation and with due 
regard to the safety of life and property, the 
saié commission shall give 4 decision pre- 
scribing the place where and the manner in 
which said crossing shall be made, but in all 
cases the compensation to be paid for the 
property actually. required for the crossing 
and all damages resulting therefrom shall be 
determined in a manner provided for by law 
in case the parties fail to agree; provided, 
that such commission shall only grant per- 
mission to construct such crossing at such 
place and in such manner as will not un- 
necessarily impede or endanger travel or 
transportation on the railroad to be crossed. 


Roads to Pay for Crossings. 


“A raflroad company seeking a crossing 
shall, in all cases, pay the costs and expenses 
of the commission incurred in an investiga- 
tion, amd. if permission for a grade crossing 
is given, shall bear the entire expense of the 
construction thereof, together with the cost 
of installing euch interlocking or other safety 
appliances as hall be required. 

“Tt a separation of grades is required at 
such crossing then such commission shail de- 
cide and include in its order authorizing such 
crossing the proportion of expense thereof 
to be pald@ by the railroade interested in such 
crossing respectively. 

‘‘ Interurban electric railroads are hereby 
declared to be railroads and within the mean- 
ing of this act.’

THE WAY TO DO IT. 

Wisconsin has given Illinois a lesson in 
the matter of regulating railroad fares. 
The people of Wisconsin asked for a 2 
cent fare, and bills to give it to them 
were introduced in the legislature. While 
they were being discussed the railroad 
commission was investigating. 
work thoroughly, It ascertained that the 
great railroads of the state would not make 
a fair profit on intrastate passenger busi- 
ness if compelled to accept 2 cents a mile, 
but that they would if the rate were 2% 
cents. Therefore the commission made 
2% cents the maximum rate. The roads 
to, which it is to apply have accepted or 
will accept the decision. There is nothing 
left for the legislature to do with its 2 
cent bills but to drop them. 

The commission lays stress on two 
points. One is that while cheap fares 
are important the demand for adequate 
service cannot be ignored. H rates of fare 
were to be made extremely low to please 
those who wish to travel cheaply there 
would be fewer, poorer, or slower trains. 
That would be unsatisfactory to the nu- 
merous passengers whose only demand is 
for more, faster, and better trains, in- 
volving increased operating expenses. The 
problem is to find a rate which shall give 
a road an adequate return, and no more, 
for furnishing the adequate service re- 
quired by the law and demanded by trav- 
elers. The commission believes it has 
solved the problem for the present: by fol- 
lowing the middle of the road and fixing 
a 2% cent rate. 

The second point is that it would not be 
just to make the roads carry passengers 
at a loss and let them make good by 
charging excessive freight rates, It has 
been argued at Springfield that if the 
roads should lose money at the 2 cent 
rate they make so much on their freight 
business that they could stand the loss. 
If they could stand the loss it would be 
because the freight rates were too high, 
in which case they should be lowered. It 
would be most inequitable to charge ship- 
pers too much in order that passengers 
might travel for too little. 

The report of the commission should not 
escape the attention of members of the 
Unnois legislature Who are considering the 
2 cent fare question. The report will 
teach them how a matter of that kind 


shouldbe handled. The question should 
be studied for Ininois as intelligently as 


it has been studied for Wisconsin. That 
will.take time and cost money and will 
displease the pedple who are clamoring 
for instantaneous and inconsiderate action, 
but it is the thing for Illinois to do. Let 
the state railroad commission get * work. 


THE WIFE AND. THE INCOME. 
For a few fleeting. minutes at a session 
of the suffragists it looked as if the visit- 
ing women and their Chicago allies might 
abandon the pursuit of the ballot for 
more enticing: considerations. A  dele- 
gate from Australia had just outlined a 


states by which one-half of a man’s 
wages is paid to his wife and the woman 
has an equal share of all he possesses or 
earns. It was immediately voted that 
the legislative committee should call upon 
the legislature to enact such a bill for the 
women of Illinois, and there was much 
approbation of such an equitable and de- 
sirable measure. 

Australia has e liberally to 
our enlightenment, happiness, and prog- 
ress. It has given us the Torrens land 
law and a tried and approved system of 
ballot. In a more restricted sense it has 
taught us through its representatives how 
to obtain the world’s championship in 
pugilism, and it has conferred other fa- 
vors for which due acknowledgment 
should be made. And now it is permitted 
to instruct us in the agreeable art of 
providing for our wives. The American 
plan has the disadvantage of inequality. 
Some American wives get everything and 
some get nothing. Some absorb a hus- 
band’s income and some do not get with- 
in hailing distance of even that part of 
an income which might properly go to 
them. Australia remedies all such in- 
equalities. One-half of the husband’s pos- 
sessions goes to the wife, to have and to 
hold—at least to have—and all the fem- 
inine world applauds. 

It is not to be wondered at that this busi- 
nesslike and eminently satisfactory con- 
jugal arrangement should temporarily dis- 
tract the attention of the suffragists from 
the allurements of the voting booth. Of 
course, some who are now getting every- 
thing might look coldly on this paring of 
their perquisites, but, on the other hand, 
a majority of married women, who are 
fair minded and open to conviction, 
would willingly consent to take as their 
own share one-half of what a man might 
earn and own. Indeed, it is possible that 
if they possessed the power they would 
adopt such a law without delay and be 
thankful to Australia for the suggestion. 
Whether, in consideration of such priv- 
ileges, they would consent to drop other 
matters now in dispute cannot be sur- 
mised with any safety; one thing at a 
time is a reliahle and conservative rule, 
and when the one thing holds out so de- 
lightful a prospect it is entitled to a mo 
nopoly of consideration. 

NO NEED OF HEARINGS. 

Representative Ton's bill for the regu- 
lation of private employment agencies 
was referred to the license committee of 
j the house a few weeks ago, It is still 
there. An attempt was made to get it 
out the other day, but it failed because 
one of the members—a Chicago man— 
said that two employment agencies in his 
district wished. to make arguments 
against the bill. It is tied up to accom- 
modate them. 

One of the provisions of the bill which 
the representatives ‘of the agencies wish 
to argue against is that forbidding the 
publication of bliud advertisements.“ 
That is a kind of advertisement which 
leads the man who is seeking work to be- 
lieve that there is a job awaiting a taker. 
But when he goes to the place where he 
is invited to call he finds himself not in 
the presence of an employer who wants 
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progress of the Dill. 

There is another provision which 
would stop the practice of charging cus- 
tomers, in addition to the regular regis- 
tration fee, a larger fee in the shape of a 
subscription to a magazine. An agency 
might with as much propriety require 

every customer to buy a pair of shoes or 
half a ton of coal. The abuses to which 
such a method of doing business is open 
should be apparent to the committee. 
Agencies which carry on that peculiar 
business deserve no special consideration. 

Most of the private employment agen- 
cies treat thelr customers fairly. The | 
pending bill would not affect them if 
it were the law. Its enactment is needed 
in order to reach the black sheep among 
the agencies. The lHcense committee 
should lose no time in reporting it back 
with a favorable recommendation) so that 
it may be on its way to passage before 
the clash and crush of contending meas- 
ures begins towards the close of the 
session.

Fou heartless We 
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no intention whatsoever of abdicating 
nor do her people contemplate any 
such eventuality, which their loyal 
| affection and their political sentiment 
would cause them to regard in the light of a 
national disaster. The story to the effect 
that she proposed something of the kind, 
cabled to this country and published far and 
wide, in America as well asin urope, seems 
to have originated in the peculiar phrasing 
of a certain clause In the bill lately submitted 
to the legislature at The Hague by the state 
commission for the revision of the funda- 
mental laws of the country. The clause in 
question provides for the exclusion from the 
succession to the throne children born after 
the abdication of sovereign. 

Now the sovere whom the state com mis- 
sion has had in view in the elaboration of 
this measure is not Queen Wilhelmina, but 
her cousin, the reigning grand duke of Saxe- 
Weimar, who, in default of her giving birth 
to any children, is next heir to her throne, 
his paternal grandmother having been a sis- 
ter of the late king of Holland. It is pretty 
well known that if Queen Wilhelmina were 
to die without issue, and the crown of the 
Netherlands were offered to the grand duke, 
in accordance with the existing la we of suc- 
cession, he would decline it, since his accept- 
ancé thereof would entail his abandonment 
of the throne of Saxe-Weimar. The most 
eminent legists of the old world hold that a 
prince has no power whatsoever to surrender 
hereditary righte of his minor children, or 
of his children yet unborn. He cannot bind 
them, and it is owing to this that confusion 


at any rate in Hungary; in connection with 
the sons of the present heir apparent, Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand, by his marriage 
with Countess Chotek, now Princess Hohen- 
berg. The archduke at the time of his mar- 
riage made a solemn renunciation, in the 
name of any sone that might be born to him, 
of their rights to the thrones of Austria and 
Hungary. It ie insisted, especiaNy in Hun- 
gary, that this renunciation was without any 
value in law, and that any rights which 
young Princes Maximilian and Ernest of 
Hohenberg may possess to the Austrian or 
Magyar crowns through their birth are un- 
impaired by undertakings of their father in 
their behalf. 
— 

Now the grand duke of Saxe-Weimar is at 
the present moment a childless widower, 
But he is a quite young fellow, barely 30 
years of age, and is likely to marry again, 
Indeed, he is reported to be negotiating for 
the hand of Princess Beatrice of Saxe-Co- 
burg, youngest sister of the crown princess 
of Roumania, It ig therefore by no means 
improbable that he may have children, and 
what the Dutch wish to do ia to prevent the 
confusion which would inevitably arise if 
after declining the Dutch crown, and its ac- 
ceptance by his aunt, Princess Marie of 
Reuse, he were to become the father of chil- 
dren, who would have under existing circum- 
stances rights to the crown of the Nether- 
lands superior to those of the princess in 
question. 

The refusal of a throne by the heir ap- 
parent has alwaye been construed in the 
light of an abdication, and the clause in the 
projected Dutch, law on the subject of the 
succession, and which has given rise to s0 
much misconception on the part of the for- 
eign press, has no other object than to pro- 
vide for the contingency of the grand duke of 
Saxe-Weimar becoming father of children 
after he had waived his rights to the Dutch 
throne in favor of the next heir, Princess 
Marie of Reuss, mother of that young Prince 
Henry of Reuss who was so extensively en- 
tertained here last fall. 

— 


It is, however, dy no means certain that 
the contingency of the grand duke of Saxe- 
Wel being called upon to decide whether 
or not e accept the Dutch crown will ever 
arise. For Queen Wilhelmina is barely 27 
years of age, is much stronger than she has 
been for a considerable time, and is by no 
means precluded from the expectations of 
motherhood. These would have been realized 
last fall had it not been for imprudences— 
imprudences which have been the cause of 
previous disappointments of the same na- 
ture. In fact, the most eminent gynecolo- 
gists of Europe have recently declared that 
there is noreason whatsoever why the young 
queen should not have a whole family of chil- 
dren if she will only take proper care of her- 
self and avoid imprudences. She is devoted to 
her husband, and the stories to the effect that 
there is any misunderstanding between them 
are effectually dispelled by the fact that 
they are always together, sharing one an- 
other’s interests, occupations, and pastimes, 
and by the look of genuine and happy affec- 
tion and complete sympathy apparent onthe 
queen’s face whenever she is seen talking and 
laughing with him at court functions or in 
public. 

— 


Not only King Edward and Emperor WIII- 
iam, but likewise the Czar and Czarina, will 
be cruising in the Mediterranean in the latter 
part of epring, a fact which may be of in- 
terest to those American yacht owners who 
are accustomed to frequent the great inland 
sea of southern Europe at that time of the 
year. While the imperial Russian couple are 
in good heaith, their physicians are anxious 
that they should have relaxation in the form 
of a complete change of scene after their 
trying experiences of the last three years, 
during which time they have not left Russia, 
save for a brief cruise off the coast of Fin- 
land, 

In spite of the alarmist reports which come 
to us, nominally from Russia but in reality 
from Vienna and Berlin, the condition of af- 
fairs in the dominions of the czar is improv- 
ing. Things are quieting down a bit, andthe 
future looks more eatisfactory. This, atany 
rate, is the opinion of those great financiers 
on the banks of the Seine who are obliged by 
reason of their moneyed and industria! in- 
terests in Russia to keep a*ciose watch 
upon everything there.

From London comes the authoritative an- 
nouncement of the impending promotion of 
Lord Kitchener to the rank of field marshal, 
the one grade which exempts its fortunate 
holders from the obligation to retire on the 
ground of having reached a certain age. 
Field marshals, indeed, remain on the active 
list of the army until the end of their life. 
No one will take exception to this distinction 
conferred upon Lord Kitchener at the un- 
usually early age of 57. For, aside from ail 
his other services, that which he has ren- 
dered during the last two or three years in 
completely reorganizing the British defenses 
of India, and the army there, is simply be- 
yond price. 

Although Lord Kitchener is unmarried, yet 
there is no danger of his peerage becoming 
extinct at his death, a fact which is not gen- 
erally know. For. according to the pro- 
visions of thd patent, it descends to any son 
that he may have; failing a son, to the eldest 
daughter born to him, and in default of any 
issue, male or female, to his eldest brother, 
Col. Henry Kitchener, lately serving in Ja- 
ma@ica; aiter that to the colonel’s brother, 
Lieut. Henry Kitchener of the royal navy; 
and after that to Lord Kitchener’s younger 
brother, Lieut. Gen. Frederick Kitchener, 
who is now in command of the division of 
the Punjaub.

At tne same time, when Lord Kitchener 
receives his baton of field marsha), the prince 
of Wales will be advanced to that rank, 
from the grade of general which he now 
holds. Of course the prince's military career 
has been nil, and the promotion is of a purely 
honorary character, attributable to the fact 
that he ts the next heir to the throne. But 
he cannot be described as a mere ornamental 
soldier.

Secretary of the Treasury Lesiie M. Shaw 
advocated last night the organization of a 
great religious trust, so that the gospel could 
be preached to every one at the least ex- 
pense.

He was speaking at 4 banquet given 
in the Auditorjum hotel by the Intetdenom!- 
national Social union of Chicago, composed 
of Methodists, Presbyterians,, Baptists, and 
Congregationa lists. 

Mr. Shaw in a mild. way criticised the 
Protestant churches. He said they appeared 
to be unable to reach the poor as success- 
fully as did the Roman Catholic churches, 
whose priests never aseumed superiority. 

Six hundred men and women were present.

Gives Praise to Catholics, 

„My own idea of a church is 4 great relig- 
fous democracy, where the rich and the poor, 
the educated and the ignorant, the cultured 
and all others gather to worship. To me there 
is nothing more inspiring than a promiscuous 
crowd going to and from a common sanctu- 
ary. I do not know that such conditions are 
practicable everywhere, but our Catholic 
friends seem fairly successful in their main- 
tenance. 

“If any Protestant denomination fails to 
attract people from every walk of life there 
is a reason for it. The philosophy of main- 
taining human equality within the pew is, 
therefore, worthy of consideration by all 
those who desire equality within the pew. 
L do not say that the theme is worth sermon- 
izing about, or preaching upon—which ts an 
entirely different thing—by any one, and cer- 
tainly not by thote who do not desire equality. 
Those who at héart welcome social distinc- 
tion in the church had probably better taboo 
the subject, and those wuo regret these arti- 
ficial differentiations only intensify them by 
discussion.

Hunger for Companionship. 

“The pastor of a great church once asked 
me why it was that Catholics were able to 
reach the poor, while his church afd mine 
seemed to be losing its hold upon them. iI 
had heard this good man preach most elo- 
quently againet the rich until every man who 
owned his home must have felt libe a sheep 
thief, and every man who did not probably 
thought the society of church mé@mbers not 
an appropriate place for him, and I replied: 

1 think the solution is easy: If I am 
rightly advised priests never mention the 
subject. Equality is assumed and not dis- 
cussed. It is recognized and not debated. 
It is taken for granted and every indication 
of its absence is passed by unnoticed. Few 
self-respecting people care for pity. Their 
hunger is for companionship, clean and en- 
nobling, and the church ought to supply this 
unpatronizingly.’ 

— 


Opposes the Tipping Habit. 

“There ig no trend so regrettable to me 
as that towards caste. I do not like the tip- 
ping habit for several reasons, but, primarily, 
because it is based upon’ the assumption 
of social distinction. Standing the other 
day on the steps of the subtreasury in New 
York I saw a man of wealth step from his 
carriage and hand the driver a gratuity, and 
I said to myself: Is the distinction 
these two men not sufficient without giving 
it emphasis?’ 

“The true American spirit tallies with the 
gospel spirit of equality, and he who breaks 
it down in the church with overdrawn pic- 
tures of its absence contributes in no degree 
to ſu restoration. The assumption of 
equality will go far toward maintaining it.“

Makes Defense of Congress. 

Then Mr. Shaw took up the question of 

morals in high places, and defended congress 
and the senate. 
I am tired,“ said he, ot having the coun- 
try painted black. The men who get to con- 
gress compare favorably with those who de- 
sire to go but can’t.” 

Mr. Shaw then related incidents in his own 
department, indicating the honesty of em- 
ployés. 

“There is an atmosphere of integrity in 
thie country, and do not make the error of 
teaching your boy anything eise for it will 
not be true.“ 

The latter portion of Mr. Shaw's address 
was devoted to the Panama canal and the 
merchant marine—two institutions which had 
their future bound up in each other. The 
merchant marine, he said, the country would 
have to have, as it occupied the best position 
on the map for such an extension of its com- 
merce.

The best performance of Verdi's ‘* Rigo- 
letto“ seen here in twenty years of opera- 
going was witnessed last evening at the 
Auditorium at the hands of the San Carlo 
opera company. The music of the principal 
r6les has been more faultiesely sung in the 
past—we have had Gildas whose vocal 
brilfiancy was greater, we have had Rigo- 
lettos whose dramatic intensity wes more 
overpowering, and on certain rare occasions— 
in the days when Campanini was still in his 
prime—we have had the music of the duke 
as finely sung, but in none of the performances 
eeen in a score of years has the spirit which 
ammated the representation from start to 
finish been as admirable and as artistically 
satisfying as it was last evening. 

The whole performance moved.“ There 
was not a moment when the right spirit as 
regards music and interpretation was not 
in evidence. Theorcnestra under Sig. Conti's 
intelligent and unfailingty judicious guidance 
gave a rendition of the score which wes 
source of sincerest pleasure, the chorus again 
covered iteelf with glory, doing same of the 
best choral work ever heard here in grand 
opera, and the principals were not only com- 
petent but worked together with a sym- 
pathy and a unanimity that made the per- 
formance gratifying, enjoyable, and artis- 
tically significant and worthy. It was grand 
opera such as we need in this great country 
of ours—grand opera in which the opera it- 
self and not the personality of the singers 
is the prime factor, opera such as is offered 
in the opera houses of the most musical 
continental cities of 

And the audience, which ‘filled the Audi- 
torium nearly to its last available space, 
received this right spirited performance with 
Nberal expression of the heartiest approval 
and appreciation. Close attention was given 
the moment the preludes to the acts began, 
applause was spontaneous and ebundant, the 
demand for encores was genuine, not per- 
functory, and enjoyment and satisfaction 
were felt to exist on every hand. The three 
hours the performance lasted passed swiftly, 
and there was no sign of the bored enduring 
which so frequently is noticeable during a 
grand opera representation. The attitude 
of the audience both last evening and on 
Monday was a manifestation(as encouraging 
for the wellbeing of muste in Chicago as has 
been cbeerted fn many — It means 
that the establishing of grand opera in the 
Auditorium is not far distant. 


Interest centeFed in the appearance of Alice 
Nielsen as Gilda. It may be stated at once 
that the evening proved a triumph for the lit- 
tle American singer. When Miss Nielsen was 
heard here last season in Don Pasquale 
after having devoted two years to the study 
necessary for the changing of her from a 
light opera star to a grand opera vocaligt it 
was felt that a mistake possibly had been 
made by her. Doubt was eritertained as to 
whether a first class light opera singer had 
not been spoiled to make a mediocre grand 
opera soprano.

Local exporters continue to be skeptical in 
regard to the reported large export business 
and reject the reports of immense business 
being done every day as being grossly exag- 
gerated. Following a decline in price from 
the previous close of 14othe quantity 
by local houses was said to have been ridic 
lous'y small, considering the aggregate busi- 
ness reported elsewhere. One of the skep- 
tice here suggests that the proper way to 
obtain the aggregate quantity worked for 
export every day would be to double the dally 
receipts at Duluth and add about as much 
more at New York, and taen throw ina few 
loads from other points for good measure. 
Cable bids received here from practically all 
of the leading markets of Europe showed al- 
most absolute indifference. A few inquiries 
were received for durum wheat, but none for 
shipment to Baltic ports direct. It is pointed 
out that if there was any urgent demand for 
éurum wheat for shipment to Russia it 
would be consigned direct to Baltic ports, 
and not shipped to continental ports and then 
reconsigned, as this increases the cost. The 
big export business in the southwest report- 
ed from Kansas City yesterday was said to 
have consisted of the sale of three or four 
loads of low grade hard winter wheat, which 
was bought by a local house at bargain 
prices. 

The trade was in a quandary at the close 
last night in regard to the source of the sell- 
ing of wheat by Pringle the past few days. 
It is estimated that between 4,000,000 and 
5,000 000 bu of wheat has been sold through 
the Pringle house since Friday and all sorts 
of guesses were current | night as to who 
it was for.

These re- 
ported large sales had little effect on prevail- 
ing sentiment and in some circles the figures 
were not given full credence, At the local 
sample tables the cash grain was in fair de- 
mand at about the same relative difference 
as heretofore compared to the futures.

Wheat Weakness Hurts Corn. 


Corn values sustained losses as a result of 
the big break in wheat and of speculative 
pressure, principally in the July future.
